BARS INTERFERING ITH 
NONUNION SHIP LADING 


Brooklyn Court Grants Writ to 
Busi ness Group—Forbids 
Exclusive Contracts. 


By the Associated Press. 

BROOKLYN, N. 
preme Court Justice Burt J. 
Humphrey granted to Brooklyn 
business groups an injunction to- 
day barring labor unions and 
steamship companies from banning 
or interfering with the non-union 
movement of cargo to piers and 
steamships. 


The ruling held steamship com- 
panies to be common carriers, and 
held that contracts between labor 
unions and steamship companies for 
the exclusive use of union trucking 
were inapplicable. 

In granting the application of the 
civic group for a restraining order, 
Justice Humphrey ruled that the 
exclusion of non-union teamsters 
and truckers constituted discrim- 
ination which was unenforceable by 
unions or carriers. 

The action was brought by the 
Merchants’ Association of New 
York, the Brooklyn Chamber of 
Commerce and associated indus- 
trial and business groups against 
90 officers of unions affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor, 
and 52 steamship companies. 

Labor’s fight against the injunc- 
tion application was led by United 
States Senator Burton K. Wheeler. 
who argued that the case of the 
merchants was insufficient to war- 
rant a restraining order and that 
the State Court was without juris- 
diction. Wheeler argued that the 
case should properly be brought in 
a Federal Court or before the Unit- 
ed States Shipping Board. 

In his opinion, Justice Humphrey 
held that the Shipping Board would 
be without jurisdiction in that it 
held no authority over labor unions. 

“At the outset,” Humphrey stat- 
ed further, “it would be helpful to 
state that steamship companies are 
common carriers. A common car- 
rier has been defined to be one who 
engaged in public calling which im- 
poses on it a duty to service with- 
out discrimination. 

“Tt seems clear there has been a 
discrimination between these plain- 
tiff shippers, and that these plain- 
tiff shippers have had imposed upon 
them conditions and _ obligations 
which none of the defendants have 
the right to enforce.” 

Joseph B. Ryan, president of the 
International _Longshoremen’s 
Union, said he was “both surprised 
and disappointed” over the ruling 
and said that it will “probably be 
appealed.”

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 2.—Gov. 
Park, faced with a demand from 
the Federal Emergency Relief Ad- 
ministration that the State and 
local governmental units provide 
$12,000,000 a year to supplement 
Federal relief funds to be expended 
in the State, appeared before the 
Legislature today with a recom- 
mendation for an increase in the 
State sales tax from one-half of 1 

per cent to 1 per cent. 

Coupled with this suggestion, 
however, the Governor asked that 
five cents of the 15-cent State tax 
On pruperty, whica’ ylelds approxi- 
mately $1,750,000 a year, be abol- 
ished, and that funds be taken from 
the revenue producéd by the sales 
tax to replace that amount in the 
funds used\for_general State oper- 
ating expenses. The sa to the 
individual taxpayer by proposed 
repeal would be insignificant. In 
St. Louis, while the State’s share of 
the property tax is only 15 cents on 
the hundred dollars of valuation, 
the total levy on property is $2.74. 

Although the Governor seemingly 
took the view that doubling the 
sales tax would supply sufficient 
revenue for relief needs and for 
general expenses, officials directly 
concerned with the economic affairs 
of the State expressed grave doubt 
that the Governor’s program would 
meet the Federal requirements.

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GHEGK MONOPOLY 


‘Urges Congress to Empow- 
er It to Prevent Mergers 
and to End Favors to Big 

Corporations. 


SAYS THIS WAS AIM 
OF ORIGINAL ACTS 


Wants to Regulate Business | 


‘Affecting’ as Well. as 
That Actual'y ‘In’ Inter- 
state Commerce. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—The Fed- 
eral Trade Commission, in a report 
prepared for the incoming Congress, 
today asked for power to stop, the 
concentration of American business 
in the hands of large corporations. 
The commission recommended 
legislation to eliminate “the steady 


trend toward monopoly.” 

On the basis of its chain store 
and other investigations, the report 
urged Congress: 

To give it power to prevent one 
corporation from obtaining con- 
trol over another by buying its 
stock and assets, or by consoli- 
dating or merging. 

To extend the commission’s au- 
thority to prohibit unfair busi- 
ness practices in interstate com- 
merce to include also those af- 
fecting interstate commerce. 

To authorize it to halt the 
granting of more favorable pur- 
chasing terms to big corporations 
merely because of their size. 

To empower it to require cor- 
porations to divest themselves of 
property illegally acquired. 

The commission reaffirmed its 
traditional attitude against concen- 
tration of business. 

The powers sought, the commis- 
sion said, were intended to be in 
the original Trade Commission and 
Clayton Acts, but were found to be 
unenforceable because of ambigu- 
ous wording and adverse court de- 
cisions.

Coroner Identifies Body of Man 
Who Stumbled and Fell 
Over Embankment. 


By the Associated Press. — 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Jan. 2.—A_ 


man who lost his life here this af- 
ternoon when he fell over an ein- 
bankment into the Arkansas River, 
was identified later by Coroner 
Lawson C. Aday as X. O. Pindall, 
former Governor of Arkansas. Dr. 
Aday established identification 
through papers found on the body. 

The body was recovered from the 
river after two woodcutters saw a 
man, walking across a_ railroad 
track atop the enbankment, stum- 
ble and fall over the edge. The 
man’s head was crushed on stones 
jutting out from the bank and the 
body fell into a pool of boiling wa- 
ter at the foto created by a power 
company’s drain pipe emptying into 
the river. 

Pindall was Governor of Arkansas 
from May 14, 1907, until Jan. 11, 
1909, when he was succeeded by 
George W. Donaghey. He becarne 
acting Governor by reason of his 
election as president of the Senate 
in the year that Gov. John Sebas- 
tian Little became physically unca- 
pacitated. In those days there was 
no office of Lieutenant-Governor.

* Committee Appointments. 

No actual legislation will begin in 
either House for several days, pend- 
ing appointment of standing com- 
mittees to which bills introduced 
are referred for hearings and rec- 
ommendations. The House com- 
mittees are appointed by the 
Speaker and the Senate commit- 
tees by the President Pro Tem. 

Clerical force appointments, al- 
ways troublesome for legislators, al- 
ready have come to the fore and 
numerous jobseekers, including a 
number of former members of the 
Legislature, are besieging the mem- 
bers of the assembly. 

Clerical patronage became a 
more serious matter to legislators, 
after voters in 1932 approved a 
constitutional amendment, which 


was submitted through initiative pe- 


titions, limiting each House to not 
more than 75 employes both elec- 
tive and appointive. 

Adoption of this amendment fol- 
owed the clerical payroll scandal] 
of the 1931 Legislature, which cen- 
tered about the House clerical 
force. In that session the number of 
names on the legislative clerical 
payroll] totaled more than 900. The 
House clerical roll reached a peak 
of 657 and the high total for the 
Senate was 247. It was charged in 
an investigation that the rolls were 
padded and that many of the names 
were “ghosts.” 

Wrangle Over Patronage. 

House Democrats wrangled for 
more than an hour last night on 
apportionment of the clerical ap- 
pointments among the 102 Demo- 
cratic members. A tentative agree- 
ment was reached that, after de- 
ducting House employes elected by 
the caucus, two clerks would be 
appointed from each of the 34 State 
senatorial districts, except those 
carried by Republicans in the last 
election. Only two senatorial dis 
tricts, the Fourth ‘and Twenty- 
sixth, were carried by Republican 
senatorial candidates in the No- 
vember election. 

So far no provision has been 
made for allotment of clerkships 
to the 48 Republican minority 

members of the House. It was in- 
dicated one clerk might be assigned 
to them.

STOCK SALE SHAM 


Glendy B. Arnold Says 
Grand National Deal 
’ With Wellston Trust Was 


to Cover Loan. 


The suit in which John W. Sny- 
der, receiver for Grand National 
Bank, is seeking to collect $240,000 
from Wellston Trust Co., represent- 
ing its liabilities as the owner of 


2400 shares of Grand National 
stock, was taken under advisement 
by Federal Judge Davis after a 
one-day hearing Monday. 

Both banks, which were con- 
trolled by Ed Mays, are being 
liquidated. The State Finance De- 
partment, in charge of liquidation 
of Wellston faust Co., is resisting 
Snyder’s claim, contending the 
stock was never actually owned by 
Wellston Trust Co., but came into 
its possession through an arrange- 
ment devised to evade a State stat- 
ute limiting the amount the bank 
could lend to any one borrower. 

The deposition of Fred Krone, 
who was president of Wellston 
Trust Co. at the time it acquired 
the Grand National] stock, was filed 
today. He said the deal was initiat- 
ed by Ed Mays,and when suggested 
by him was approved unanimously 
by the Wellston Trust Co. directors. 

Principal witnesses were Oscar 
H. Hentschel, formerly treasurer of 
Wellston Trust Co., and A. B. Gar- 
vin, formerly president of that bank 
and one of its directors in Novem- 
ber, 1931, when the bank paid Mays 
$276,000 for the Grand National 
stock, at the rate of $115 a share, 

Four Loans for $190,000. 

Prior to that transaction, accord- 
ing to their testimony, the State 
Finance Department had protested 
against four loans, totaling $190,000, 
which Well&ton Trust Co. had made 
to four associates of Mays, de- 
scribed at the hearing by Probate 
Judge Glendy B. Arnold, attorney 
for the State Finance Department, 
as “straw men” for Mays. 

When Mays sold the Grand Na- 
tional stock to Wellston Trust Co., 
Hentschel and Garvin testified, 
these loans were paid off. 

There had been some discussion 
of the legality of the transaction 
among directors of Wellston Trust 
Co. at the meeting at which pur- 
chase of the Grand National stock 
was authorized, the testimony 
showed. Directors approved it when 
advised by Albert D. Nortoni, coun- 
sel fof -both banks, that the deal] 
was legal, 

Agreement to Repurchase.

Both Hentschel and Garvin testi- 
fied that they had signed sworn 
statements of the Weliston Trust 
Co., which listed among its assets 
the 2400 shares of Grand Nationa] 
Bank stock. 

Arnold contended, however, that 
these records of the Wellston Trust 
Co. were no more binding than the 
records of the Grand National 
Bank which showed that the stock 
was still carried in the name of 
Mays after the purported sale to 
Wellston Trust Co. 

Characterizing directors 
Wellston Trust Co. as “dupes” for 
Mays, Arnold argued that the 
transaction was a “sham contrived 
by Mays to cover up a loan.” Under 
the law, he said, the Wellston Trust 
Co. could not have lent more than 
$55,000 to any one borrower, and 
could not have invested more than 
$18,300 in the stock of any one com- 
pany. 

Limitation on Loans. 

He referred to statutes limiting 
loans which State banks may make 
to any one borrower to 25 per cent 
of their combined capital and sur- 
plus, and limiting investments in 
one stock to 15 per cent of the 
combined capital and surplus. The 
Wellston Trust Co. was capitalized 
at $100,000 and carried a surplus 
account of $122,000. 

Rubey M. Hulen, attorney for the 
Grand National Bank receiver, ar- 
gued that an exception was made in 
the law which permitted a trust 
company to buy stock of another 
bank, exceeding 15 per cent of its 
own capital and surplus. 

Wellston Trust Co. depositors 
who had $906,000 in the bank, have 
received 10 per cent payments on 
their accounts. Grand Nationa’

The scheme was undertak- 
en after Grossman had lost his job 
with the Continental Life Insurance 
Co. Since then, his attorney said, he 
had been re-employed at his old 
job by State Superintendent of In- 
surance O’Malley, now in charge of 
the company, and had paid back 
about $200 of the $1500 he collected 
for listings. 


THREE E. ST. LOUIS HOMES

One Completely Destroyed; Wind 
Carries Blaze to Other Struc- 
tures; Damage $9500. 

Three East St. Louis homes were

CONVICTS RESCUE 
32 OF 37 INMATES 


Two of Those _ Killed 
Rushed Back Into Blaze 
—Origin of Blaze Is Not 
Discovered. 


By the Associated Press. 

GAFFNEY, S. C., Jan. 2.—Five 
aged men were burned to death 
early yesterday and 15 persons were 
injured when fire destroyed the 
Cherokee County Home. 


Convicts from a nearby prison 
camp saved 32 of the 37 inmates 
of the home as enfeebled and bed- 
ridden men and women fell un- 
conscious in the,fire and smoke. 

About 20 white and Negro con- 
vict trusties, roused from sleep in 
their bunks 500 yards away, plunged 
time and again into the burning 
building. 

Prison camp blankets were 
wrapped about the survivors to pro- 
tect them from the cold. Camp 
trucks brought the injured to hos- 
pitals to this town, four miles from 
the scene. 

There was no water or equipment 
with which to fight the fire. 

Authorities said the fire started in 
the roof of the building which; was 
the only one of the County Home 
group to be destroyed. 

Authorities identified the dead as 
Pink Young, 68 years old, and Tom 
Young, 73, brothers, Wash Gregory, 
70; Alf Morris, 70, and. Ransome 
Franklin, 75. 

Gov. Ibra C. Blackwood said that 
while he had no official informa- 
tidn on the work of the convicts, 
he expected to receive a report and 
take “appropriate” action. 

Two Return to Flames. 

Dock Parris, one of the convicts, 
said two who lost their lives rushed 
back into the flames after being 
carried to safety. Parris, serving a 
life term for murdering a mill 
watchman in a quarrel growing out 
of the textile strike last September, 
said the men acted as if they were 
crazy and added he knew of no 


reason the two should have fled 
back into the flames. 

The fire was discovered about 3 
a. m. by Mrs. Bez Blanton, wife of 
the County Home superintendent. 
Blanton said he and his wife were 
aroused by palls of smoke that 
seem to fill every room. They 
immediately began arousing the oc- 
cupants while the convicts were ar- 
riving from their camp. 

In a few moments the structure 
was a mass of flames and in a short 
while burned to the ground, leaving 
only the blackened shell of the 
brick framework. 

The uninjured rescued were 
housed in other County Home build- 
ings near the dormitory which was 
built 10 years ago. 

L. F. Allison, prison camp fore- 
man who praised the work of his 
convicts, said there were no facili- 
ties for fighting the flames and that 
the only thing “we could do was 
to let -her burn.” 

Injured Will Recover. 

At the hospital physicians said all 
would recover, but that the 15 were 
suffering in varying degrees from 
exposure, exhaustion and near suf- 
focation. They were mostly aged 
women. 


Convicts recovered the bodies of | 


the five dead and while funeral ar- 
rangements were being made, 
authorities went forward with 
plans for an inquest and a complete 
investigation. : 

Rescuers said some of the 
trapped men and women fought 
t rescuers like wildmen and 
that me had to be held with 
force to prevent their running back 
into the building which  belched 
smoke and flame at every opening. 

Crowds which gathered were 
helpless to aid in the rescue or to 
fight the flames. They could only 
stand about, at a distance from the 
terrific heat, and listen to the 
moans and cries of those who were 
bed-ridden or trapped.

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“Red Shirts” Arrested in Killing of Five Mexican Catholics 
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WIREPHOTOS SENT 
AS RAPIDLY AS NEWS 


Associated Press Inaugurates 
Telegraphic Picture Ser- 
vice in 25 Cities. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 2.—Pictures 
and stories of news events on New 
Year’s day were transmitted at 
equal speed yesterday over leased 
wires between 25 cities of the Unit- 
ed States, ‘as 46 daily newspapers, 
in conjunction with the Associated 
Press, introduced wirephotos. 

At 3 a. m., Eastern time, trans- 
mission of news pictures by wire 
was inaugurated over a 10,000-mile 
transcontinental network. 

The new service delivered in time 
for publication in morning news- 
papers in New York pictures of 
New Year’s celebration in San Fran- 
cisco’s Chinatown. It delivered in 
time for evening newspaper publica- 
tion in Atlanta, action pictures of 
the Alabama-Stanford football game 
yesterday at Pasadena, Cal. 

It recorded the fire at the South 
Carolina Alms House, where five 
aged men were burned to death; 
the reinauguration of Gov. Leh- 
man at Albany, N. Y.; the passing 
of the winning float in Pasadena’s 
Tournament of Roses; football 
games between East and West at 
San Francisco, Tulane and Temple 
at New Orleans, and Bucknell and 
Miami at Miami, and Hiatus cross- 
ing the finish line at the Tropical 
Park (Fla.) race course. 

It delivered these pictures in va- 
rious parts of the country so rap- 
idly that newspapers were able to 
carry visual as well as verbal rec- 
ords of events thousands of miles 
away. 

Events outside the United States 
were photographed and relayed. 
The finish of the opening race of 
the season at Havana's Oriental 
Park in Cuba was photographed at 
2:20, sent to Miami by plane at 
2:30, and placed in newspapers of- 
fices throughout the country in the 
early evening. From Mexico to the 
wirephoto circuit, by way of Dal- 
las, came a photograph of young 
Mexican “Red Shirts” arrested as 
an aftermath of Sunday’s clash in 
which five Catholics were killed. 

Pictures were transmitted at a 
steady pace of more than a news- 
paper page an hour, without crowd- 
ing. Its maximum speed is half 
a page in 17 minutes. 


Nation-wide Broadcasts. 

Two nation-wide radio broadcasts 
describing wirephoto marked the 
inauguration of the new service. 

President Frank B. Noyes of the 
Associated Press, speaking from 
Washington over the National 
Broadcasting System, called wire- 
photo “perhaps the most important 
development in journalism since the 
first news dispatch was sent over 
a telegraph wire in 1846.” 

In the New York wirephoto room, 
while Norris A. Huse, executive ed- 
itor of the Associated Press News 
Photo Service, explained the proc- 
ess to listeners on the Columbia 
Broadcasting System, a photograph 
was taken and transmitted to all 
other cities on the wirephoto net- 
work. Less than 15 minutes later 
the program was shifted to Wash- 
ington where the reception of the 
photograph was described by Byron 
Price, chief of the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Associated Press. 


Weather Maps Transmitted. 

The United States Weather Bu- 
reau said distribution of its daily 
weather maps by wirephoto was a 
long step forward in dissemination 
of weather information. 

The maps, which will be sent 
twice daily, showing weather con- 
ditions at 260 stations throughout 
the United States and Canada, pre- 
sent simplified information about 
the atmospheric condition of the 
entire United States. 

Each day at 8 a. m. and 8 Pp. m. 
the 200 United States weather ob- 
servers and 60 Canadian observers 
take readings of barometers, 
thermometers and velocity instru- 
ments. They wire the information 
immediately to the Weather Bu- 
reau at Washington, where it ig 
analyzed and put down on a map 
of the United States which is then 
sent to the Associated Press for 
immediate transmission throughout 
the country,

OF CATHOLICS IN MEXICO 


Resignation of Official Who Found- 
ed Red Shirts Is Demand- 
ed at Meeting.

MEXICO, D. F., Jan. 2.—Several 
hundred residents of the city and 
the townspeople of Coyoacan held 
a protest meeting on the Coyoacan 
Plaza yesterday and decided to de- 
mand the resignation of Tomas 
Garrido a Canabal, Secretary of 
Agriculture, as a result of the as- 
sassination of five Catholics outside 
their church Sunday. 

Garrido was founder of the Red 
Shirt organization, 62 members of 
which were held\pending an inves- 
tigation of their part in the crimes. 

Those at the protest meeting de- 
cided to form a “club of the as- 
sassinated of Coyoacan.” The an- 
nounced aims were to carry on a 
nationwide campaign to achieve 
four points: resignation of Garrido;

be received from the cities and 
counties, certainly not to exceed 
$4,000,000. The general opinion ex- 
pressed by officials is that the Leg- 
islature must provide at least $8,- 
000,000 if the State comes up to 
the demands in the official Federal 
communication on the subject. 

A year ago the Legislature ap- 
propriated $4,000,000. of State funds 
for relief during 1934, but has fallen 
far short of paying that amount, 
the revenues from the sales tax and 
the liquor tax having been disap- 
pointing. Instead of $4,000,000 the 
State has expended only about $2,- 
700,000 for relief. 

For Repeal of 3.2 Beer Law. 

The Governor sald that issuance 
of $10 licenses for the sale of 3.2 
per cent beer had been taken ad- 
vantage of by numerous licensees 
as a cloak for the sale of whisky 
and other liquors, and that he saw 
no way to correct the situation ex- 
cept to repeal the 3.2 law and either 
place all beer in one position before 
the law, or to class 3.2 beer with 
other non-intoxicating beverages 
and remove the revenue tax from it. 

“If it is intoxicating, and this is 
for you to determine,” he said, 
“then there is-no reason for the 
distinction which has been hereto- 
fore made by statute and you 
should deal with it as any other 
beer. The question is one of fact 
for you to determine with a view 
of the interests of the people of the 
State rather than those of the brew- 
eries and beer vendors.” 

He advocated extending the time 
of closing at midnight of places in 
which intoxicating liquor is sold 
from the present legal hour of mid- 
night to 1 or 1:30 o’clock in the 
morning, except on Saturday nights, 
when he would continue to close 
them at midnight. “The hour now 
used was probably borrowed from 
some early enactment when the 
midnight huor was in fact the time 
of quiet and peace and rest,” he 
said. “This is no longer so and the 
hour should be adjusted to the 
times, else we will continue to see 
almost total disregard for this law.” 

Criminal Law Revision. 

The Governor had three recom- 
mendations for changes in the crim- 
inal code. One was to shorten the 
time in which appeals may be per- 
fected from one year after convic- 
tion to four months, with power in 
the trial Judge to fix the time at 
not more than six months. Another 
was to require that applications for 
changes of venue in criminal cases

The third was to limit the num- 
ber of peremptory jury challenges 
permitted the defense to the num- 
ber permitted the State. 

The recommendation on change 
of venue was designed to prevent 
the practice of defense attorneys in 
taking changes of venue after ex- 
hausting all other forms of delay 
and thus postponing the day of 
trial. Under the recommendation, 
the trial judge would hear evidence 
and decide whether there was 
ground for a change of venue be- 
cause of prejudice of inhabitants 
of the county. Under. the present 
code judges in counties of less than 
75,000 population, which means al- 
most the entire State outside the 
three larger cities, the granting of 
a change is mandatory if five resi- 
dents make affidavits that prejudice 
exists to a degree that would pre- 
vent a fair trial. 


The Governor said that with a 
year in which to perfect an appeal 
criminal cases are not passed on 
by the Supreme Court until 18 
months or longer after conviction 
in the lower court, and that fre- 
quently attorneys start appeal pro- 
ceedings without intending to per- 
fect them, but merely to postpone 
the day of imprisonment. 


While the difference in the num- 
ber of jury challenges varies in 
different jurisdictions in the State, 
the defense under the present law 
has a greater number than the 
prosecution in all classes of cases 
except those punishable by less 
than a penitentiary sentence. In 
St. Louis and Kansas City, the de- 
fense has 20 peremptory challenges 
and the State only 15 in cases pun- 
ishable by death or life imprison- 
ment and ae similar difference 
exists in other classes of crimes. 
Under the Governor’s recommenda- 
tion this advantage by the defense 
would be abolished. 


Old Age Pensions. 


The Governor recommended that 
no action be taken by the Legisla- 
ture on Old Age pensions until Con- 
gress decided on national plans 
covering the subject. 

He advocated a change in the tax 
laws to make clear that a County 
Collector may in his discretion post- 
pone the sale of property for back 
taxes until the taxes are delinquent 
for five years. 

In an effort to increase revenues, 
he directed attention to personal 
property tax-dodgers and to the 
small revenue obtained by taxes on 
intangible property, notes, bonds 
and other securities, which.he said 
did not exceed $125,000 a year. He 
asked the Legislature to enact a 
provision that no suit to collect on 
such an obligation would be enter- 
tained in any court*in the State 
unless the tax. had been paid on the 
security which it was sought to col- 
lect. The effect of such a law 
would be that'no holder of a note 
could sue the debtor . unless the 
holder of the note had paid al] 
taxes due on it. 


He also asked that the State Au- 
ditor be authorized to sue to collect 
delinquent income taxes in cases in 
which the county coflectors had 
failed to perform this duty. 


To relieve the Supreme Court of 
an overcrowded docket, he asked 
that the jurisdiction of the three 
Courts of appeals be increased in 
civil cases from the present limit 
of $7500 to $15,000. 


Educational Program. 


He urged a sweeping change in 
the higher educational system of 
the State, asking that the five State 
Teachers’ Colleges, each of which is 
now under a séparate board of 
managers, be placed under the 
Board of Curators of the State Uni- 
versity, that each Teachers’ college 
be made a part of the university 
and that diplomas from’ those 
schools be made of equal value 
with diplomas from the university. 

He asked for an appropriation of 

not to exceed $100,000 for a building 
at Lincoln University, State school 
for Negroes, for the teaching of the 
trades. 
To permit taking full advantage 
of the National Housing Act, he 
asked legislation to authorize banks 
and trust companies, insurance 
companies, building and loan asso- 
ciations and other investors to 
make insured mortgage loans and 
to invest in insured mortgages un- 
der the profisions of the national 
act. 

There was no revival in the mes- 
sage of the Governor’s fight at the 
special session of the Legislature 
a year ago for laws to permit small 
municipalities to erect or acquire 
public utility plants by the issuance 
of revenue bonds. 

Only one vague reference to it 
appeared. “In the event that an ad- 
ditional public works program is 
authorized at the coming session of 
Congress,” he said, “I shall urge that 
you see to it that the municipali- 
ties of the State are made legally 
able to take full advantage of such 
a program.”

AUSTRIA HELPS OPEN WAY 
FOR FRANCO-ITALIAN PACT 


Decides to Accept Guarantee of 
Independence by Neighbor- 
ing States. 

By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Jan. 2.—A last-minute de- 
cision by Austria to accept a guar- 
antee of its independence by its 
neighboring states was said in in- 
formed French circles today to 
have removed one of the principal 
obstacles to conclusion of the 
projected Franco-Italian accord. 

A flying trip from Geneva to 
Paris by M. Pfugel, Austrian dele- 
gate to the League of Nations, was 
said to have prepared the way for 
the agreement. 

Austria’s previous reluctance to 
have the “succession states,” Yugo- 
slavia, Czecho-Slovakia and Ru- 
mania, members of the Little En- 
tente and close allies of France, 
among the guarantors of its inde- 
pendence reputedly was supported 
by Premier Mussolini. 

Pierre Laval, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, will go to Rome tomorrow 
night to talk to Premier Mussolini 
in the hope of reaching a final ac- 
cord on Franco-Italian relations and 
a joint policy on Central Europe.

CARDINAL BOURNE, ENGLISH

Archbishop of Westminster Suc- 
cumbs to Heart Disease in 
London at Age of 73.

LONDON, Jan. 2.—Francis Cardi- 
na: Bourne, Archbishop of West— 
minster, died early yesterday - of 
heart disease. Ever since his re- 
turn from a visit to the Vatican in 
1932, he had been in ill health.

Killing of Two Priests. 

Seidler previously was reported to 
have witnessed the flaying alive 
and tomahawking of two Salesian 
missionary priests, the Father 
Hans Fuchs and Father Pietro 
Sacelloti, probably in October or 
November. News travels so slowly 
out of the interior that even the 
Rev. Hyppolite Chavelou of the 
Salesian College here is not certain 
just when the missionaries were 
tortured and killed by the Cha- 
vantes. 

The missionaries have sought to 
convert the Indians of Matto Gros- 
so Province since 1904. Fathers 
Fuchs and Sacelloti went into the 
interior in 1930. 

“Whenever a missionary comes 
upon the land of the Chavantes,” 
said Father Chavelou, “great di- 
plomacy is used. In the first place, 
do not imagine that we have often 
seen the Chavante Indians. We 
know of their presence because they 
lay smoke screens to hide their 
flight in the presence of any 
stranger. 

“Walking into one of these smoke 
screens, Dom Malan, at the head of 
a mission, one time left foods, beads, 
slippers like your American moc- 
casins, and other objects calculat- 
ed to propitiate the Indians. The 
missionary returned to the spot aft- 
er some time and found the in- 
tended gifts just as they had been 
left. No Indian had touched them. 
All the human inhabitants of those 
parts had vanished.” 

Colonization Plan. 

Father Chavelou said every ef- 
fort was being made to civilize the 
Chavantes in order to pave the way 
for white colonization along’ the 
River of Death. 

“The white prospectors and set- 
tlers,”’ he said, “have reached the 
margin of the River of Death on 
the west and a frontier of civiliza- 
tion is waiting to be pushed 


through.” 
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Losses of 10,800 U. S. 
Employes Are Estimated 
at 40 Pct., Due to Money 
Depreciation. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—Hence- 


forth the 10,800 employes of the 
United States Government stationed 
in foreign countries will receive a 
more equitable repayment of losses 
they suffer through exchange fluc- 
tuation. 

Army, Navy, foreign service and 
other Government employes as- 
signed to duty in foreign countries 
—following revaluation of the dol- 
lar—suffered losses estimated at 40 
per cent by exchange until Pres- 
ident Roosevelt issued an executive 


order providing for repayment of 
part of their losses. 

Under that system basic ex- 
change rates for each country— 
computed from a three-year aver- 
age—were specified and employes 
were reimbursed on that basis. 

Studies and surveys carried on 
by Wilbur J. Carr, assistant Secre- 
tary of State, established that the 
three-year period used gave an in- 
equitable repayment in many coun- 
tries. In the new regulations ef- 
fective today the President has di- 
rected that new basic exchange 
rates, based on a five-year average, 
be used in computing losses. 

Computation of the basic rates 
on a five-year average is expected 
to benefit employes in all foreign 
countries except in Great Britain 
and China. 

The new rate is slightly lower for 
those countries and will result in 
a smaller repayment of exchange 
losses. Officials here said, how- 
ever, that employes assigned to 
those nations will still receive what 
is considered an equitable repay- 
ment. 

Approximately one-half the Gov- 
ernment employes involved are sta- 
tioned in China or in Chinese wa- 
ters, with the Consular’ Service, 
Fifteenth U. S. Infantry at Tient- 
sin, or Asiatic fleet. 


MOSCOW, Jan. 2.—Soviet Rus- 
sia was without bread cards today 
for the first time in five years. 

Special favors formerly extended 
to workers through reduced prices 
in the closed shops were abolished 
and the public was served in the 
greatly increased number of com- 
merical bread stores. Four hundred

More 
than 50 kinds of bakers’ products 
were offered in the larger estab- 
lishments, 

Fifteen skilled bakers have been 
summoned from other jobs and 25,- 
000 other additional employes were 
engaged. 

Ordinary white bread now sells 
for 90 kopecks a pound as against 
the old bread card price of 54 ko- 
peckse. Ordinary black bread now 
is 50 kopecks a pound as against 
a bread card price of 26 kopecks. 

The goal for pig-iron production 
this year is 12,500,000 tons as 
against 10,500,000 tons produced in 
1934. Coal production is set for 
112,200,000 tons as aginst 93,500,- 
000 tons mined last year. 

A general average of 19 per cent 
increase is fixed for the heavy in- 
dustry.

had thwarted the scheme. 

The President said a propaganda 
campaign was being carried on 
abroad “with the ‘connivance of 
foreign Catholic elements” to turn 
public opinion against Mexico be- 
cause of the Government’s educa- 
tional activities against the “blind 
clerical oppression.” 

Gen. Cardenas described the 
propaganda as an “old maneuver” 
and said that on previous occa- 
sions the Government of Mexico 
had been able to convince the 
world and the public opinion of 
America that its socialistic activi- 


ties were aimed at “economic liber- 
ation, within the most justified of 
human aspirations.” 

He promised strict observance of 
the laws on religion, however, and 
said measures considered necessary 
in this connection will be presented 
to Congress. 

The Government’s educational 
policies, Cardenas said, will be di- 
rected toward preparing future 
generations for an economic sys- 
tem which will end exploitation as 
well as giving them a “rational 
conception” of the universe. 

Under the economic plans he said 
the Government would seek the de- 
velopment of natural resources by 
Mexican rather than foreign com- 
panies. This, he declared, would 
destroy the “colonial economic ex- 
ploitation” under which the coun- 
try has lived for many years. He 
said a “sane” tariff policy would be 
adopted. 


RUSSIAN SAYS BRITAIN HOLDS 
KEY TO POLITICAL SITUATION 


Japan’s Abrogation of Naval Pact 
Discussed in Soviet 
Papers. 

By the Associated Press. 


MOSCOW, Jan. 2.—Whether 1935 
will bring peace or war in Europe 
and the Far East was the subject 
of a lively editorial discussion in 
Soviet papers yesterday as a result 
of the Japanese abrogation of the 
Washington naval treaty. 

With Germany and Japan both 
trying to make alliances, Karl Rad- 
ek, Russian publicist, said in 
Pravda, “Great Britain holds the 
key to the European and Far East- 
ern situation. No doubt Great Bri- 
tain still is interested in keeping 


peace. This is one of the reasons 
she supported the idea of an East- 
ern regional pact but there is 
danger for Great Britain if the bal- 
ance of power and possible alliances 
are lost. In that case England 
would release the forces of war 
which would have only one conse- 
quence—the breaking up of the 
British Empire.” 


FAVORS ELECTRIC RATE CUT 


Pennsylvania Board Says Domestic 
Charge Is 35 Pct. Too High. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

HARRISBURG, Jan. 2.—Domes- 
tic electric rates in Pennsylvania 
were declared to be 35 per cent too 
high today in the preliminary re- 
port of the State Planning Com- 
mission. 

Asserting domestic consumers 
pay one-third the total bill for one- 
sixth the power consumption, at 
an average of 5.9 cents a kilowatt 
hour, the commission concluded 
that the levy should be reduced to 
3.5 or 4 cents. 

Industry was found to use three- 
fifths of all power for a third of 
the total cost, an average of 1.9 
cents a kilowatt hour. 


World Chess Tournament.

HASTINGS, England, Jan. 2.—M. 
Botwinnik of Russia won his ad- 
journed game from P. S. Milner- 
Barry of England after 54 moves 
yesterday in the second session of 
the fifth round of the International 
Chess Masters’ tournament. Miss 
Vera Menchik, Czecho-Slovakia, the 
world’s Woman champion, drew her 
game with Dr. Max Euwe of the 
Netherlands after 56 moves. 


He Informs Diplomats That 
He Seeks to Concentrate 
on Internal Reconstruc- 
tion.

BERLIN, Jan. 2.—Reichsfuehrer 


Hitler gave the diplomats in world 
Powers assurance yesterday of Ger- 
many’s peaceful intentions under an 
international golden rule. Imme- 
diately afterward, he received the 
homage of Nazi Storm Troopers 
and hundreds of civilians. 


He told the diplomats who called 
on him at the presidential palace: 
“No country wants peace more 
than Germany. After difficult years 
of need and suffering, she seeks 
repose to concentrate all her pow- 
ers on internal reconstruction and, 
fer-her right to live, asks only the 
same acknowledgement and atten- 
tion from other countries that Ger- 
many itself offered. ... I see no 
international problems which can- 
not be solved through understand- 
ing co-operation.” 

Quickly changing from the for- 
mal dress and sober mien of his 
diplomatic reception to a brown 
shirt and an air of happiness, Hit- 
ler stood for 30 minutes returning 
the salutes of 3000 Berlin Storm 
Troopers, provincial police, and Hit- 
ler-created marines and motorcycle 
corps troopers. All except the 
Storm Troopers were outfitted as if 
for war. The Storm Troopers 
themselves carried full field equip- 
ment, but no rifles. 

A great demonstration of fervor 
was given by the throng which 
packed the huge plaza before the 
Chancellory. They repeated!” 
cheered Hitler, often breaking 
through the cordon of 1000 police 
to get near their leader.

S a committee of one, self-delegated to 
A setcct your leading editorial of 1934, 
I would assuredly select one of the two 
entitled “We, the People, Are to Blame.” 

You held aloft a mirror so that the 
people might see themselves momentarily. 
If we, the people, could see ourselves as 
we really are in the mirror of American 
ideals, the national garments of 1935 
would be sackcloth and ashes. 

The great American pastime during the 


years just past was gambling; gambling 


in Wall street, Chestnut street, farm real 
estate rows and in gambling joints of all 
kinds. Pastime No. 1 today is “hunting 
for goats.” Our economic troubles can 
only be explained by the kind of goats 
we find. There was the great goat Hoo- 
ver and all the lesSer goats, including 
Mellon; there were the Charlie Mitchells 
of Banking Row, and Insull of Utility 
Row. With but two years of the New 
Deal era expired, numerous goats have 
been sacrificed on the altar of the new 
national pastime, and it is being rumored 
that a great goat for future sacrifice is 
now being groomed. 

It is not that the American people are 
stupid. Any people.that can qualify as 
many people as bridge experts after tak- 
ing only the “short courses” can hardly 
be classified as dumb. They are just too 
busy with “other things.” Rest assured, 
and this is our hope, that when “thinking 
and studying because they want to know’ 
becomes a fad; becomes the “thing” to 
do—a sort of miniature golf or treasure- 
hunt doings—then watch our smoke. 

The fatal error is in thinking that just 
because we can get away with permitting 
our health to be the concern of the men 
of medicine; our educational problems 
the business of the educators; our pro- 
duction of the goods we need to the busi- 
ness man; our religion to the men of the 
pulpit; that we could in the same manner 
delegate our duties as citizens—our citi- 
genship—to a class of beings known as 
politicians. Two things the people can- 
not do; they cannot leave economics, that 
science which deals with the business of 
making a living, to the economist-politi- 
cian, nor delegate their citizenship to 
self-seeking politicians.

The Real Estate Bond Problem.

HE loan made by the RF€ to the 

First National Co., so ably condemned 
in your editorial, “The Taxpayer to the 
Rescue,” measures to a nicety the infin- 
itesimal distance to which the money 
changers have been driven from the tem- 
ple. It also illustrates forcibly the help- 
lessness of the thousands of taxpayers 
when compared to the action which can 


be secured in financial channels by the 


organized few. 

It is now more than five years since the 
beginning of the depression and, up to 
this time, except for an investigation 
started a few months ago, the millions of 
investors in first mortgage real estate 
bonds of various and sundry issues have 
received no recognition from the Govern- 
ment. Thrifty citizens invested some 12 
to 20 billions of dollars in these bonds 
and the basic buying power of the coun- 
try will remain tightly sealed until this 
vast hoard of frozen assets is in process 
of liquidation. 

Had this real estate bond problem been 
given the attention the huge sum involved 
would justify, men of high integrity could 
have been appointed to take over control 
of the properties. Loss to bondholders 
through possible mismanagement of so- 
called protective committees would thus 
have been eliminated at the source. With 
the real estate under Government control; 
reasonable advances could be made to 
bondholders on deposited bonds and such 
future payments as wise Management and 
careful liquidation would permit.

WILL HISTORY REVERSE ITSELF? 


In view of the convening of the Missouri Legisla- 
ture at Jefferson City today for its biennial session 
of law-making, it is pertinent to recall our observa- 
tions on meetings of the Legislature in the recent 


past. 
On Dec. 14, 1933, during the last special session, we 


said: 

There is no more amazing spectacle in the po- 
litical history of Missouri than the way in which 
the present special session of the State Legisla- 
ture is deliberately forfeiting its opportunity to 
make amends, in part at least, for the utterly 
faithless performance of the regular session. 


On April 2, 1933, near the close of the last regular 


session, we said: 

On the eve of adjournment, the current session 
of the Missouri Legislature stands indicted for 
compiling the worst legislative record within 
memory. 


On May 3, 1931, at the end of the regular session 


of that year, we said: 

Failure to pass the drivers’ license bill is a 
grave debit which will continue to be a lasting 
legislative obligation until met. Thoughtful 
opinion also regrets that the judicial council bill 
—a studied, scientific plan for accomplishing nec- 
essary reform of our court procedure—was not 
passed. 

On May 28, 1929, at the close of the regular session 
of four years ago, we said: 

The Governor ought always to be an expert in 
the public affairs of his state, and this was what 
Gov. Caulfield was. The platform on which he 
ran for the office and his program for the Leg- 
islature understandingly epitomized the needs of 
Missouri. Yet the Legislature has far from met 
these expectations. 

After reviewing this record, can any thinking citi- 
zen of Missouri look to the present session with op- 
timism? Session after session, our duly elected law- 
makers have assembled at the State Capitol only to 
ignore the welfare of the people who chose them and 
who pay their salaries. So far as State government 
in Missouri is concerned, the refusal time and again 
of the Legislature to enact needed measures, while 
doing the bidding of special interests inimical to the 
public welfare, has made a mockery of the principle 
of government by elected representatives. 

When the Fifty-seventh General Assembly convened 
two years ago, the results of the political overturn of 
1932 were readily apparent. The political complex- 
jon of both houses had changed, raising the hope that 
with responsibility for legislation placed in new 
hands, the law-making branch would at last respond 
to the needs of the rank and file instead of to the 
beck and call of selfish private interests. What hap- 
pened? The sorry story of a rejected opportunity is 
written for all time against the record of the present 
State administration. 

The last thing we intend to do is to raise false 
hopes about the session now under way, but let us 
suppose that it should set about to serve the needs 
of the people. If it did this, it would promptly pass 
a bill providing for permanent registration, so Mis- 
souri voters might enjoy the conveniences and econo- 
mies which those of other states enjoy under per- 
manent registration. Our legislators would go to 
work to reform the criminal code in order to make it 
applicable to present-day conditions. They would 
enact a State automobile drivers’ license statute with 
provision for revocation and thus afford an effective 
means for checking the carnage on the streets and 
highways. They would change the primary date 
from August, which is a month wholly unsuited to a 
political function so important as nominating candi- 
dates, to the spring or fall. They would authorize a 
scientific survey of the State Government with a view 
to modernizing it in the interest of economy and 
efficiency. 

Our lawmakers would go on to approve other 
measures which have been before past sessions of the 
Legislature and turned aside. They would enact a 
statute providing for conservation of the beautiful 
rivers and streams of Missouri—one of the State’s 
chief assets. They would approve the county plan- 
ning enabling measures such as a number of progres- 
sive states have placed in force. They would: place a 
curb on the “will racket.” They would forbid the 
operation of street cars in metrqpolitan centers by 
one man and thereby eliminate a condition which has 
resulted in the loss of many lives. 

All this is old business. Taking up new business, 
our legislators would revise the hodge-podge liquor 
law which was enacted by the last Legislature, and 
repeal the conflicting 3.2 per cent beer law. They 
would establish a State planning board for assem- 
bling information about the State’s resources and 
their prospects for the. future. They would authorize 
the payment of the State income tax in installments. 
They would devise an effective check on the bail 
bond evik 

These are things the new Legislature might do. 
They constitute a minimum of work to be done, if ‘it 
has any expectation of serving Missouri. 
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FAR-FETCHED LEGAL STRATEGY. 


For an example of far-fetched legal strategy, it. 
would be difficult to surpass that concocted by the 
lawyers for the State in the Hauptmann case. They 
purpose to contend that the former German soldier 
killed the Lindbergh baby because of the hatred for 
the United States his war service engendered. That 
would be like prosecuting a John Dillinger for kill- 
ing a policeman on the ground that the defendant 
had an aversion for the color of blue in the police- 
man’s uniform. 
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MR. TINKHAM’S “AUDACIOUS INTRIGUE.” 


It is impossible to take seriously the charge of 
Representative George Holden Tinkham of Massa- 
chusetts that. membership of the United States in the 
International Labor Organization is an “audacious in- 
trigue” which has taken this country into the League 
of Nations “by the back door.” As was widely point- 
ed out last summer when American membership was 
formally declared, the International Labor Organiza- 
tion, while having numerous contacts with the 
League, carefully guards its autonomous status. Other 
countries have been members of the specialized or- 
ganization without being members of the League. 

American membership in the I. L. O. is especially 
appropriate because this country, more than any 
other, perhaps, was responsible for its formation. 
From the beginning, American talent and sympathy 
have figured in its work as an agency for co-opera- 
tive enterprise in study of labor problems. Many 
Americans have served on its committees and re- 
search staffs. By joining the I. L. O., the United 
States did not do much more than formally approve 
a relationship already practically existent. 

The wonder is that the excitable isolationist from 
Boston so long held his peace on this subject. As 
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for membership in the League of Nations, we believe 
we are safe in assuring him that if and when the 
United States enters the League, it will be by the 
front door and with complete understanding of the 


step. 
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REVIVING THE CONSTRUCTION BUSINESS. 


In the major strategy of the administration, the 
meed for reviving the construction industry bulks 
large. This is not only because construction has been 
the worst hit of all large industries, but because its 
revival is deemed necessary before any real recovery 
is possible. In the last depression of 1920-22, con- 
struction began to pick up several months before 
business in general. 

How important construction is to the national 
economy is shown by the fact that it had, prior to the 
depression, a turnover of about 11 billion dollars an- 
nually, a sum equal to one-eighth of the total na- 
tional income, to more than twice the value of the 
annual automobile output and almost twice as much 
as the annual gross intake of all our railroads. In 
the five years of 1928-33, construction fell off 75 
per cent, destroying the livelihood of thousands of 
construction companies and employes, and likewise 
those in approximately 50 allied industries. 

No doubt, the great building boom ending in 1928 
resulted in a surplus of many types of structures— 
office buildings, industrial plants, apartment hotels, 
etc. It is not likely the revival of construction can 
be based on more of these. Hence, the administration 
is looking to the building of small homes. As against 
a general construction decline of 75 per cent, the 
building of small homes has decreased 90 per cent. 

We are unaware of the administration’s plans to 
stimulate home building. Labor, material and financ- 
ing costs in this field are so high as to be discour- 
aging. It is doubtful, moreover, that either union 
labor, highly organized in the building trades unions, 
or construction and material capital can be induced 
to make the considerable concessions necessary to 
start a boom in home building. 

What the building industry needs is the applica- 
tion to it of mass-production methods, which, else- 
where, have made inexpensively available to the con- 
sumer such things as the automobile, the automatic 
refrigerator and the radio. Some months ago, Pres- 
ident Sloan of General Motors, in an illuminating ar- 
ticle in the Atlantic Monthly, explored the possibili- 
ties of mass production in home building and con- 
cluded not only that it is entirely feasible but that 
it is definitely on the agenda of the future. 

Home building in its main aspects has remained 
static for 400 years, despite new methods of manu- 
facture and the invention and perfection of new ma- 
terials, such as aluminum alloys. Why this is so it 
is not necessary to analyze. But it is absurd to sup- 
pose that a people as energetic and progressive as 
we are should be content with old construction ideas 
when new ones are at hand and crying for use. 

The home of the future will be cheap to build, 
more comfortable to live in and less expensive to op- 
erate. It will be built in factories and assembled on 
the site, and the assembling will require a few days, 
instead of a few months. It will be built of light ma- 
terials, with plenty of glass to furnish light and sun 
rays, but it will be even more resistant to the ele- 
ments than present structures are. Architects and 
other building experts have long ago demonstrated 
what can be done, and we are now only awaiting 
the initiative to make a beginning. 

To make houses as we make automobiles might 
conceivably furnish the country with that great new 
industry for which business is hoping. Such an in- 


dustry, moreover, would improve conditions of liv- 


ing and would contribute toward wiping out the dis- 
graceful slum districts that deface every large city 
in the United States. 

American business would respond to a plan for 
revolutionizing building methods. It is geared for 
such an advance. It thinks in such terms.

WHAT ONE CONGRESSMAN FAVORS. 

According to the Washington Merry-Go-Round, the 
principal plank in the campaign of George H. Ma- 
hon, new Democratic Congressman from the largest 
district in Texas, was an attack on the distribution 
of obscene literature. According to our way of think- 
ing, the chance that Mr. Mahon will contribute ma- 
terially to the solution of the world’s ills is nothing 
to write home about. 


MR. ROOSEVELT ON THE BONUS. 


In a letter to a Legion post commahder at Hen- 
derson, Tex., Mr. Roosevelt says that those who ad- 
vocate immediate payment of the bonus for the pur- 
pose of stimulating business cannot have given the 
subject much thought. He proceeds to analyze the 
nature of the bonus certificates to show they are 
in the form of insurance policies, whose face value 
is inclusive of interest to 1945, when they fall due. 
The same analysis was made in a Post-Dispatch edi- 
torial of Dec. 15, entitled “What the Bonus Really 
Is.” 

If the face value of the certificates were paid out 
now, the effect would be to increase by approximately 
$2,320,000,000 the sum Congress agreed to pay the 
veterans in the law of 1924. That, however, would 
not be too big a price to pay to produce the result 
claimed by the bonus advocates, namely, general busi- 
ness stimulation. Would such a result be produced? 
The answer, judging from past experience, is No. 

Originally, bonus certificates aggregating $3,500,- 
000,000 were issued to 3,500,000 veterans. Up to the 
present, 3,038,500 veterans have borrowed $1,690,000,- 
000. Most of this borrowing has occurred since Con- 
gress in 1931 permitted lending up to 50 per cent 
of face value. A study made by the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration shows that the distribution of this sum 
had no visible effect upon the depression. As the 
President says: 

This large payment resulted in little stimula- 
tion of business, and in many of the larger cities 
no material change was indicated at all. It was 
found that indebtedness created by the veterans 
prior to the payment was liquidated, and the 
money advanced to veterans went to clear that 
indebtedness, rather than to create new business. 
No doubt the same results would obtain if the 
balance were now paid. 

Altogether, the demand for the bonus is a demand 
for money not yet due. In order to pay it, the Goy- 
ernment would have to throw the budget further 
out of balance, or, worse, resort to inflation. The 
Government is being asked to depart from the policy 
of general relief and to accord special treatment to 
a particular class, many of whom are not in need.

The Way to Balance the Budget 


al budget over a long period of years 
has generally been so appalling that no 
cne with any pretensions to foresight will 
feel at ease until there is an assured pros- 


T HE effect of failing to balance a nation- 


pect that the American budget is being 
brought into balance, 

To do business in the presence of great 
deficits is like trying. to cross a mountain 
range on a path that skirts the edge of a 
precipice. The guides may be quite right 
when they say that beyond the mountains 
is a good wide road, that the path is safe 
if only the traveler does not lose his nerve 
and shake at the knees, and that he will do 
better to move ahead confidently at a steady 
pace than to creep along and become dizzy 
thinking how terribly far down he might 
fall. None the less, most men will not like 
it, and they will be intensely uncomfortable 
until they can see fairly near at hand the 
broad highway in thegvalley. 

* . s 


The balancing of the American budget de- 
pends upon reducing the necessity for ex- 
penditures and upon increasing the yield of 
taxes. This statement can be made more 
concrete. We have a deficit because we 
have to spend extraordinary amounts of 
money for the relief of the unemployed, and 
we are not taking in enough money because 
business is depressed. If business recovered 
to a point where the able-bodied unemployed 
were put back to work, Government expendi- 
tures would fall drastically and, with exist- 
ing tax rates, Government revenues would 
increase enormously. 

This much almost everyone would, I sup- 
pose, admit. But then there appears a sharp 
division of opinion between the so-called 
Savers and the spenders. The savers say 
that if the administration will guarantee a 
balanced budget, they will promise a big 
business recovery. The spenders say that by 
pumping out funds, they can produce the 
recovery which will balance the budget. 

I should like to suggest that this is an 
unreal debate. To the savers it can be point- 
ed out that (a) we plunged into the greatest 
depression in modern history with a budget- 
ary surplus, that (b) the American budget 
and the budgets of many other mountries 
have repeatedly been balanced during the 
depression, that (c) they have not stayed 
in balance, that (d) experience shows that 
& government cannot guarantee a balanced 
budget during a depression nor can business 
guarantee recovery. 

On the other hand, it can be pointed out 
to the spenders that (a) Mr. Hoover's ex- 
penditures in 1930 did not prime the pump, 
that (b) the Roosevelt expenditures in 1933- 
34 did not prime it enough to bring produc- 
tion to the level it had reached before he 
primed it, that (c) Britain spent great sums 
from 1921 to 1931 and did not overcome a 
chronic depression, that (d) any conceivable 
expenditure by the Government would be 
negligible in size compared with the volume 
of private investment, and that (e) there- 
fore, Government spending cannot be a sub- 
stitute for confident private investment. 

. « * 

The conclusion to be drawn is, I believe, 
that the way to bring the budget into bal- 
ance is to bring the national economy into 
balance. In déther words, to balance the 
budget ‘and fail to take the measures which 
will promote recovery will get us nowhere. 
A continuing depression will again undo the 


- budget. But if the measures are taken that 


will promote recovery, then the budget will 
come into balance and stay there. 

The vital point is not the balance sheet 
for 1936 and 1937 as it may be guessed at 
this week, but the fundamental economic 
policy adopted by the administration, by 
big business and by organized labor. If the 
policies are wrong, the budget will be bad, 
whatever the public estimates may be; if the 
policies are right, the budget will be better 
than the Treasury will dare to predict. 

It will be asked at once whether anyone is 
entitled to speak with assurance as to what 
are the right and the wrong policies. It 
seems to me that it is now possible to do 
just. that, in view of our very expensive but 
illuminating experlence under Mr. Hoover 
and under Mr, Roosevelt's laboratory demon- 
stration, 
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Where has the depression been concen- 
trated and whence have come the bulk of 
the unemployed? From the capital goods 
industries. According to Frederick Mills, at 
the low point in 1932, production in these in- 
dustries fell 76 per cent from 1929. They 
were running at about a quarter of capacity. 
On the other hand, in the industries working 
for the ultimate consumer, production fell 
on the average only 31 per cent. They 
never ran at worse than two-thirds of their 
capacity. 

This contrast has often been pointed out. 
But what is less clearly realized, though 
economists have dwelt upon it again and 
again, is that the average price of capital 
goods fell only a little more than 20 per cent, 
while the average price of consumer goods 
fell more than 40 per cent. The heavy in- 
dustries kept up their prices, reduced their 
sales, limited production and thrust a vast 
mass of unemployment into the streets. The 
consumer industries reduced their prices, 
kept on selling goods, kept on producing 
them and turned out a much smaller propor- 
tion of unemployed. 

The evidence is now sufficient to justify 
the conclusion that the high cost of capital 
goods is the chief domestic obstacle to re- 
covery. This high cost Is the result of 
monopoly and semi-monopoly, of the NRA 
codes, of excessive tariff protection, of the 
wages policy of the A. F. of L., particularly 
in the construction industries, and of the 
wages policy of the Government under PWA. 
The whole first phase w the New Deal was 
vitiated by the failure of the administration 
to realize that it had not only to raise agri- 
cultural prices, but that it had also to reduce 
prices and wages in the capital goods in- 
dustries. 

Instead of correcting the maladjustment, 
which was the heart of the depression in 
the United States, it corrected it somewhat 
for agriculture and then stabilized the re- 
maining maladjustment through the price 


and wage policies of NRA and PWA. This is - 


almost certainly the reason why no substan- 
tial recovery was made between the autumn 
of 1933, when NRA got in its work, and the 
autumn of 1934, when it collapsed.

This misguided policy of pegging prices 
and wages that were far out of line with 
all other prices and wages was the result 
of the pressure of three groups upon Wash- 
ington. 

First, there were the business men, who 
wanted to be given monopolistic privileges 
or to retain those they more or less illegally 
enjoyed, Second, there were the leaders of

NEW YORK, Jan. 2.—The stock 
market: showed some signs of life 
in the latter part of today’s session, 
after milling about apathetically in 
the early hours, and moderate re- 
coveries were registered by a num- 
ber of the leaders. Soft spots were 
in evidence, however, and the close 
was rather irregular.

Equities displayed a decided lack 
of enthusiasm at the start of 1935 
trading and various issues sagged 
under a minimum of profit-taking. 
While scattered stocks showed 
strength, caution was the rule ‘n 
the boardrooms pending further de- 
velopments from Washington. 

Grains turned reactionary follow- 
ing announcement that bills would 
be introduced-in Congress for in- 
creased. Government control of 
commodity exchanges. Cotton was 
barely steady. Bonds were mixed. 
The gold currencies were firm 
against the dollar, although sterling 
eased. 

Shares of American Can got up 
3 points to a new high for the past 
year or longer. Coca-Cola also ad- 
vanced 2 to a new peak. Case was 
up nearly 3 and gainers of frac- 
tions to around a point included du 
Pont, Liggett & Myers B, Deere, 
Curtis-Wright, Douglas Aircraft, 
Cerro de Pasco, American Tele- 
phone, Wilson & Co. A, Armour & 
Co., Texas Gulf, Montgomery Ward 
and Sears Roebuck. 

Among issues down as much were 
U. S. Steel, Public Service of New 
Jersey, Union Pacific, Standard Oil 
of California, Corn Products, Beth- 
lehem Steel, Schenley, American 
Rolling Mill, North American and 
Johns-Manville. After being off 
nearly a point, Santa Fe canceled 
its loss. Consolidated Gas, Wool- 
worth, Standard Oil of New Jersey 
and many others were virtually tn- 
ehanged. 

Sterling Easier Late.

News of the Day. 

Fears of tabor troubles in the 
steel industry were said to have 
caused some of the unsettlement 
among steel stocks notwithstanding 
the highly optimistic interpretations 
placed on the current ingot pro- 
duction rate. 

The convening of Congress tomor- 
row and the President’s initial 
message to that body tended to ob- 
scure, marketwise, the trade and 
industrial reports which are ap- 
pearing Gaily. 

Steel Output Increases. 

The recent rapid progress in 
steel production was stressed by 
“Iron Age” in its weekly summary 
which disclosed that ingot output 
had risen to 41 per cent of capacity 
from 36% per cent a week ago in 
the sharpest advance in more than 
312 months. 

The review also reported that 
scrap prices, as measured by its 
composite for heavy melting steel, 
have stepped up from $11.58 a ton 
last week to $11.75. This sensitive 
index, which is watched closely by 
most economists, has shown an up- 
turn in every week except two since 
it left the year’s low of $9.50 in 
October. 

The dominant influence in the 
current increase in activity in iron 
and steel was said to be the auto- 
motive industry, although farm 
equipment makers, textile machin- 
ery manufacturers and others are 
contributing to the bulge in mill 
bookings. 

While optimistic regarding the 
firming tendencies shown by heavy 
industries, the magazine pointed out 
that in both pig iron and steel out- 
put recovery in this country has 
lagged behind that of the other im- 
portant producing nations. It was 
estimated that pig iron output in 
the United States in 1934 was 38 
per cent of the record total of 1929, 
while last year’s production in 
Great Britain approximated 79 per 
cent of the 1929 aggregate. 

“In a market whieh has so many 
pencouraging indications,” the “Iron 
Age” adds, “the labor situation 
alone is ominous.”

NEW YORK, Jan. 2.—The Associated 
Press begins today a new statistical guide 
to the movement of security prices. 

For weeks the statistical department of 
the Associated Press has been building a 
special series of stock and bond averages 
and presents them for the first time today. 

The stock average, based on 30 industri- 
als, 15 rails and 15 ptilities, is a straight, 
arithmetical average. In carrying the se- 
mes back to 1927 for purposes of compar- 
ison, adjustments have been made to pre- 
vent distortion through stock dividends or 
splitups, but as it now stands, it is a sim- 
ple average. That is, the average of the 
60 total is obtained by adding the price of 
the 60 together and dividing by 60. 

Twice as many industrials as either of 
the other two main classifications have been 
used, because there are more than twice 
as many industrial issues listed in the stock 
exchange. Comparative figures for recent 
years were taken back to the 1927 low to 
straddle the 1929 boom. 

Presenting an average of bond prices is 
a little more complicated, because on the 
“up” side, the fluctuation of prices is, under 
ordinary circumstances, limited to a slight 
premium over par. The low-yield, or as 
they are often called in Wall street, ‘‘gilt- 
edged’’ bonds, which normally sell around 
par, are affected chiefly by money and 
credit conditions and move narrowly, while 
bonds selling somewhat lower are influenced 
more by changes in business conditions af- 
fecting the earning power of the corpora- 
tions represented, and fluctuate more wide- 


: To give fair representation to the bonds 
listed in the stock exchange, and to present 
a useful guide to the movements, it was de- 
cided to take 40 domestic corporation is- 
sues largely from the bonds selling moder- 
ately under par. These were split into 20 
rails, 10 industrials and 10 utilities, using 
a larger number of rails because there are 
many more listed in the stock exchange. 

In addition, two separate categories were 
added, a group of 10 foreign government 
bonds and a group of 10 low-yield domes- 
tic corporation bonds. The foreign group 
will reflect the movement in prices of this 
large classification of listed bonds, while 
the low-yields will present a guide to the 
daily movements of the bonds affected 
largely by credit and money market condi- 
tions. 

A mixture of bonds selling around par, 
along with bonds selling well below par, 
obviously would not present a clear picture, 
because the lower-priced bonds normally 
fluctuate so much more widely than the 
higher priced.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—Frank N. 
Belgrano Jr., commander of the 
American Legion. declared yesterday 
it would press for immediate pay- 
ment of the soldiers’ bonus despite 
the opposition of President Roose- 
velt. . 

In a statement issued at Legion 
headquarters here, he contended 
that the Roosevelt anti-payment let- 
ter of yesterday contained “one of 
the strongest arguments in favor of 
the immediate payment of the ad- 
justed service certificates I have yet 
read.” 


The reference was to the Presi- 
dent’s reminder that when veterans 
borrowed 50 per cent of the face 
value of the certificates in 1931, it 
was used largely to discharge their 
debts. 

“It is only reasonable to suppose 
the same results would be obtained 
today when the balance due is 
paid,” said Belgrano. 

In a letter to Garland R. Farmer, 
head of the American Legion post 
at Henderson, Tex., the President 
declared ‘the subject was fraught 
with misunderstanding; that the 
obligation was not due until 1945 
and that the certificates were all 
the assets many veterans had _ to 
leave to their families. 


Text of Statement. 


The Belgrano statement follows: 
“I have just read the letter of 
President Roosevelt to Commander 
Garland R. Farmer of the American 
Legion post at Henderson, Tex. 
“In it I believe he has presented 
one of the strongest arguments in 
favor of the immediate payment of 
the adjusted service certificates I 
have yet read when he points out 
that most of the money the veterans 
received, when they borrowed 50 
per cent of the face value of the 
certificates in 1931, was used to dis- 
charge their debts and that it is 
only reasonable to suppose the same ge 
results would be obtained today, 
when the balance due is paid.

Sardine Cocktail 
Mock Venison Steaks

Sardine Cocktail. 

For eight servings, cut two cans 
of boneless sardines into pieces, two 
dozen sliced stuffed olives, four 
stalks of finely chopped celery; mix 
with one-half cup of tomato catsup, 
one cup of mayonnaise, a little 
chopped green pepper and one ta- 
blespoon of horseradish. Serve in 
cocktail glasses, surrounded with 
chipped ice. 


Mock Venison Steaks. 

Have butcher cut a leg of lamb 
into one-inch steaks. Salt, pepper 
and dredge with flour and brown 
in butter. Place in a roasting pan 
and add two cups of stock. Cover 
and cook slowly for about 40 min- 
utes, basting often. Remove steaks 
and cut in strips and, to liquor in 
pan, add a giass of currant jelly, 
stirring until the jelly is melted, 
then add a wine glass of sherry. 
Return steaks to sauce, baste and 
just heat, then serve. 


Broiled Eggplant with Mushrooms, 
Chantilly.

diamond suit at the three level. 
West went to three spades, which 
was passed around to South, who 
bid four clubs. It is unnecessary 
for South to cue bid the spade suit. 
By his bidding he has almost posi- 
tively shown a void in spades, plus 
a strong hand. West bid four 
spades. North should jump imme- 
diately to six clubs. If South holds 


the ace of hearts he can go to 
seven. Lacking that, he must pass. 
With a spade opening, however, 
seven will be made. It is true that 
East can draw the same inferences 
as North from South’s bidding, but 
he probably still will lay down the 
king of spades, hoping against hope 
that South has a singleton. 

North, however, visualized a rosy 
future for the hand. In his mind’s 
eye, he saw his partner opening the 
ace of hearts, and continuing with 
a small heart for him to ruff. In 
fact, there was even the remote 
chance that he might make all of 
his small trumps, plus South’s 
three aces, setting a rash East 900 
points. Or, if South didn’t hold 
the ace of clubs, he and his part- 
ner would surely take the ace and 
king of diamonds. He doubled four 
spades firmly. 

East had no difficulty whatsoever 
in making four spades. North 
failed to visualize the possibility of 
South’s not holding the ace of 
hearts. Naturally, South can’t take 
the double out. East and West are 
vulnerable and South is void in 
spades. The set may be 1400. 

Even if South does not hold the 
ace of hearts, North, old pal, I can- 
not imagine any combination of 
cards in his hand which he would 
still bid the same way that would 
not give you a “cold” small slam.

Cyprus Pictorial Group Bear 
Head of King George— 
Belgian Postals. 

A comecn | British Colony has 


come’‘on the horizon with new 

postage stamps. It is Cyprus, 
lying off the coast of Turkey in the 
Mediterranean Sea. 
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of the values being in two colors. 
Five of them, %-piastre to 2% 
piastres, inclusive, also bear the 
head of King George in a crowned 
oval in the upper right hand cor- 
ner. 


Belgian Semi-Postals. 


The previously-heralded charity 
stamps of Belgium, the annual is- 
sue in support of the anti-tuber- 
culosis campaign, have been placed 
in use. The seven denominations, 
10 centimes to 5 francs, bear a sur- 
tax. 


The identical design consists of a 
knight mounted on a horse and 
bearing a shield upon which is the 
symbol of the fight against tuber- 
culosis. In each instance this sym- 
bol is printed in red, although the 
general color of the stamps is dif- 
ferent. 


Mexico Series. 


Ceoincident with the inauguration 
of the new President of Mexico 
commemorative stamps were issued. 
There are 12 regular postage 
stamps, eight airpost stamps and 
one special delivery stamp. 

The values and designs of the 
postage series are: lc orange, a na- 
tive girl with water jug at a well; 
2c green, girl with basket of fruit, 
banana tree in background; 4c lake, 
monument which commemorates 
the revolution of 1910; 5c dull 
brown, ancient Torre de los Rem- 
edios; 10c dark blue, Cross of Pa- 
lenque from a Mayan Temple; 15c 
red blue, statue; 20c slate, top of 
the Independence Monument; 30c 
lake, Missionaries Monument; 40c 
red brawn, Stone of Sacrifice of an- 
cient Mexico; 50c black, ruins of 
Mitla in Oaxaca; Ip brown and red 
orange, Mexican Eagle, 5p orange 
and violet, a Mexican soldier. 

The airpost series are: 5c black 
horizontal; Aztec mask; 10c_ red 
brown horizontal, the Temple Teo- 
tihuacan; 15c dark green horizontal, 
mountain scenery; 20c_ horizontal 
red brown, a mountain peak, the 
Mexicah Eagle and native; 30c olive 
green horizontal, allegorical design 
of the Spirit of Flight; 50c horizon- 
tal bright green, ancient Mexican 
symbol; lp dark green and brown 
red horizontal, head of aviator and 
airplanes in flight, 5p deep red and 
black vertical, native mother and 
child. 

The 10¢ purple black special de- 
livery vertical stamp pictures an 
Indian bowman on a snyuw capped 
mountain.
